McCreary Elected. 
Frankfort, Ky , Jan. 14.— James B 
McCreary was to-day elected United 
States Senator from Kentucky to suc- 
ceed W. J. Deboe, whom he will suc- 
ceed In less than two months. The 
two houses of the General Assembly in 
separate session stopped all other busi- 
ness on the stroke of 12 to-day and 
took a ballot for Senator. 

In the Senate the vole stood 23 for 
McCreary, 11 for Deboe and 1 for ex- 
Gov. Bradley. The vote for Bradley 
cast by Senator W. H. Cox, of Ma- 
son county. In the House the vote 
stood 74 for McCreary and 24 for De- 
boe. 

Having received a majority of all the 
votes cast in each bouse, Mr. McCreary 
is the duly elected Senator, as the Con- 
stitution provides that, where a cacdi 
date receives a m ij .nty of the votes 



to take a joint ballot. But as a pre* 
caution the formality of another vote 
in separate houses will be observed 
again next Tuesday, on account of the 
fact that the Constitution is not clear 
as to which Tuesday Is the one intend- 
ed for the election.

Those who heard tbe witness say he 
Involved himself deeply intbect 
more so than at any previous trial, 
but at the same time, be entangled 
more deeply nearly every man na 
in the indictment.

\\ ith the sing of the shooting 
lesson last Tuesday, the bird dog 
and gun are out of business for 
another elev n months, and what 
is left of the i ni-e of Bob White 
will once more multiply, increase 
and replenisi. the fields and woods. 
Public opini m is much more fa- 
vorable to the bird law than for- 
meily, and approval and observ- 
ance strengthen with each year. 

With all this, there is enormons 
wanton slaughter of birds, and 
t heir ultimate extinction is me 
a question of time. Oue Glai 
firm shipped over two thousand 
quail in one day daring December. 
The sum total of birds falling to 
the gun, net and trap in Barren 
county would be iuoredibly large, 
could it be determined at all. The 
only surprise is that there is 
left alive. Every year the n 
ber of hunters, the destructive 
of guns increase, while a steadily 
decreasing ratio marks £ 
White's cbaucei for life. As 
country gradually clean up and 
settles more closely, his breeding 
coverts and haunts grow fewer. In 
many counties in the upper part 
of the State the quail is practical- 
ly extinct. 

One of the deadliest enemies of 
the bird is the foreign hunter. He 
comes equipped for the slaughter, 
and slays so long as a living tar- 
get for his repeating gun can be 
found. Then he ships his game, 
and moves on to fresher fields to 
wholesale slaughter. The Times 
has in mind one instance in which 
a dozen quail fell before a Win- 
chester in less than two minutes, 
wnile the same hunter shipped 
over 800 birds out of the Stat* as 
the result of four days hunting. 
This is not sport. It is wanton 
destruction of life. In Indiana, 
every non-resident sportsman 
must take out a license before he 
goes gunning. A law of this sort 
would not be bad for Kentucky. 
If some sort of additional protec- 
tion is not given Kentucky birds, 
there will soon be none to pro- 
tect. — Glasgow Times.
